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Realized  net  iarin  income  reached 
its  peak  of  $17.3  billion  in  1947 
and  has  since  tended  to  decline. 
The  decline  has  occurred  because 
cost  of  production  inputs  has  risen 
faster  than  realized  gross  farm 
income,  leaving  a  smaller  percent- 
age as  realized  net  income. 

Over  the  past  3  years,  realized 
net  farm  income  has  risen  some  and, 
as  a  percentage  of  realized  gross 
has  leveled  off  around  31  percent. 
Indications  point  to  a  further  drop 
in  the  percentage  as  the  farm  price- 
cost  squeeze  continues.

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FARM  INCOME:     THE  OUTLOOK  FOR  196*4-  AND  THE 
CURRENT  SITUATION 

Outlook  Highlights 

Realized  net  farm  income  in  196*4-  probably  will  be  lower  than  in  19&3) 
largely  as  a  result  of  sharply  reduced  income  from  wheat  and  a  continued  rise 
in  farm  production  expenses.    Under  current  legislation,  a  substantial  drop  in 
cash  receipts  from  wheat,  including  Government  payments,  is  anticipated.  This 
will  probably  more  than  offset  the  gain  expected  in  cash  income  from  other 
commodities.    And,  the  persistent  rise  in  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  goods  and 
services  used  in  production  will  push  production  expenses  to  a  record  high 
next  year.    Thus,  the  aggregate  realized  net  farm  income  of  the  Nation's  farm 
operators  will  likely  be  lower  in  196*4-,  possibly  by  5  percent  or  more  from  the 
1963  level  of  around  $12^  billion.    This  outlook  assumes  no  change  in  current 
legislation  for  196*4-  crops  of  wheat  and  cotton,  a  continuation  of  the  present 
program  for  dairy  products,  and  average  growing  conditions  next  year.  Another 
important  factor  in  this  forecast  is  the  prospective  high  level  of  domestic 
demand  for  farm  products  in  196*4-,  supplemented  by  a  record-high  volume  of 
exports  of  farm  products. 

Current  Situation  Highlights 

Net  farm  income  realized  this  year  will  probably  be  2  to  3  percent  below 
the  $12.6  billion  estimated  for  1962,  despite  the  indication  of  a  record  high 
realized  gross  farm  income  of  around  $*4-l  billion  in  1963*    This  slight  drop  in 
net  farm  income  this  year  is  due  to  production  expenses  rising  faster  than 
realized  gross  farm  income.    However,  the  farm  income  situation  in  1963  points 
to  a  maintenance  of  average  income  per  farm  at  record-high  levels  since  the 
smaller  aggregate  net  income  now  in  sight  will  be  the  product  of  fewer  farms 
than  in  1962. 
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Outlook  for  196k-  Farm  Income 

Cash  receipts  from  all  farm  marketings  in  1964  may  be  down  a  little  from 
this  year's  expected  record  high  of  just  over  $36  billion.    The  total  volume 
of  farm  marketings  will  likely  increase  in  1964  though  less  than  from  1962  to 
1963.    But,  this  is  expected  to  be  more  than  offset  by  a  slight  decline  in  the 
average  of  prices  received  for  all  farm  products.    The  average  price  received 
for  all  crops  will  probably  be  lower,  largely  due  to  the  drop  in  1964-crop 
wheat  prices.    Livestock  and  livestock  product  prices  next  year  may  average 
near  the  1963  level. 

Receipts  from  crop  marketings  will  be  lower  in  1964;  a  sharp  drop  is 
expected  in  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  of  wheat.    Some  of  the  antici- 
pated downturn  *n  cash  receipts  from  wheat  marketings  may  be  offset  by  gains 
in  income  from  other  crops — notably  soybeans  for  which  sizeable  gains  in 
marketings  and  prices  are  in  prospect  for  1964.    Moderate  increases  in  receipts 
are  also  likely  next  year  from  farm  marketings  of  feed  grains,  truck  crops, 
and  citrus  fruits. 

Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  may  be  moderately 
higher  in  1964  with  small  increases  for  all  3  of  the  major  commodity  groups -- 
meat  animals,  poultry  and  eggs,  and  dairy  products.    Some  further  increase  in 
beef  marketings  may  occur;  prices  for  cattle  may  be  close  to  the  reduced  level 
of  1963.    Hog  prices  are  likely  to  be  slightly  higher  next  year  as  per  capita 
supplies  ease  off  somewhat.    Little  change  seems  likely  in  1964  prices  for 
eggs  and  broilers  with  only  slight  gains  in  output  in  prospect.    Some  small 
increase  may  occur  in  the  quantity  of  milk  marketed  with  wholesale  prices  at 
least  as  high,  or  higher,  than  this  year. 

Government  payments  to  farmers  are  likely  to  be  lower  in  1964.  Payments 
next  year  under  the  Feed  Grain  Program  are  projected  around       billion  higher 
than  this  year  due  mainly  to  a  broadening  of  the  base  to  the  1959-62  average 
yield  to  compute  individual  producer's  normal  output  and  an  increase  in  the 
maximum  acreage  diversion  permitted  from  40  to  50  percent.    However,  the  gain 
anticipated  in  Feed  Grain  Program  payments  will  probably  be  more  than  offset 
by  the  elimination  of  payments  under  the  Wheat  Stabilization  Programs  of  1962 
and  1963  and  a  further  reduction  in  Soil  Bank  payments. 

With  both  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  payments 
pointing  downward  next  year,  realized  gross  farm  income  will  likely  fall  short 
of  this  year's  anticipated  record  high  of  just  over  $4l  billion.    Farm  produc- 
tion expenses  are  expected  to  increase  by  at  least  as  much  as  the  $600  million 
indicated  this  year.    Prices  paid  by  farmers  for  goods  and  services  will 
probably  continue  their  persistent  rise  and  the  farm  bill  for  current  operating 
costs  such  as  purchased  feed,  fertilizer,  and  repairs  and  operations  is  likely 
to  rise  noticeably.    Also,  depreciation  charges  will  be  up  next  year,  and 
interest  charges  and  taxes  paid  by  farmers  will,  as  usual  since  the  end  of 
World  War  II,  show  another  annual  increase. 
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As  a  result  of  the  rise  forecast  in  production  expenses  and  with  some 
drcj  probable  in  realized  gross  farm  income,  realized  net  farm  income  in  1964 
is  likely  to  be  lover  than  in  19&3       5  percent,  or  possibly  more.    This  fore- 
cast, if  borne  out,  would  mean  some  drop  next  year  in  the  average  income 
realized  per  farm  from  farming  even  with  a  continuation  of  the  decline  in  farm 
numbers.    The  personal  income  per  capita  of  the  farm  population  from  all 
sources  in  1964  is  likely  to  be  about  as  high  as  in  1963*    The  smaller  farm 
population  forecast  for  1964  probably  will  enjoy  some  increase  in  per  capita 
personal  income  from  nonfarm  sources. 

Farm  Income  in  1963 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  this  year  are  expected  to  be  slightly 
higher  than  the  $35*9  billion  estimated  for  1962.    The  increased  volume  of 
marketings  this  year  likely  will  more  than  offset  a  slight  drop  in  the  average 
of  prices  received  for  farm  products.    Crop  receipts  are  running  higher  in 
1963  than  in  I962  with  both  the  volume  of  marketings  and  prices  higher  than  a 
year  earlier.    Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  may  show 
little  change  as  lower  average  prices  offset  a  record  high  volume  of  farm 
marketings,  due  particularly  to  the  sharp  increase  in  cattle  slaughter. 

Among  major  farm  products,  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  of  soybeans, 
corn  and  wheat  likely  will  be  higher  in  19&3  than  in  1962.    Farm  prices  for 
soybeans  and  corn  in  1963  will  average  above  a  year  earlier  while  recent  price 
increases  for  wheat  will  boost  1963  income  to  wheat  growers.    Lower  receipts 
are  indicated  this  year  than  in  1962  from  farm  marketings  of  tobacco,  grain 
sorghums,  oranges,  and  truck  crops.    Receipts  from  increased  marketings  of  meat 
animals  likely  will  be  down  some  this  year  from  1962  due  to  lower  prices  for 
cattle  and  hogs .    Cash  receipts  from  milk  marketings  may  show  little  change 
this  year  while  gross  income  from  poultry  and  eggs  likely  will  be  higher  due 
mainly  to  an  increased  volume  of  egg  and  broiler  marketings. 

Government  payments  to  farmers  this  year  are  expected  to  be  slightly 
higher  than  in  1962  when  they  totaled  $1,736  million.    Payments  under  the  Feed 
Grain  and  Wheat  Programs  are  expected  to  exceed  the  $1.1  billion  paid  out 
last  year.    Direct  payments  under  all  programs  will  provide  about  one -twentieth 
of  total  cash  receipts  received  from  farming.    The  anticipated  high  rate  of 
Government  payments  in  1963  and  larger  cash  receipts  from  marketings  than  in 
1962  indicate  a  record  high  level  of  realized  gross  income  in  1963--just  over 
$4l  billion. 

Farm  production  expenses  this  year  are  expected  to  rise  about  $600  million 
from  the  $28.2  billion  estimated  for  1962.    The  index  of  prices  paid  for  produc- 
tion items,  interest,  taxes,  and  wage  rates  will  be  about  2  percent  higher  this 
year  than  last.    Purchased  feed  and  seed  prices  in  1963  will  probably  be  around 
5  percent  higher  than  in  1962.    Prices  paid  by  farmers  for  motor  vehicles  and 
supplies  and  farm  machinery  also  will  be  higher  this  year  than  last.  Interest 
and  taxes  payable  per  acre  are  7  and  5  percent  higher,  respectively,  than  a 
year  earlier  while  wage  rates  are  up  over  2  percent.    On  the  other  hand,  feeder 
livestock  prices  are  averaging  noticeably  lower  this  year,  and  prices  for 
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fertilizer  and  building  and  fencing  supplies  have  also  shaded  lower  than  in 
1962.    Indications  for  19&3  point  to  continued  increases  in  the  volume  of  some 
production  inputs  purchased  by  farmers,  notably  feed  and  fertilizer.  The 
number  of  hired  farm  workers,  however,  will  likely  be  down  again  and  the  total 
wage  bill  will  be  little  different  than  in  1962. 

The  rise  in  farm  production  expenses  in  19&3  will  more  than  offset  the 
anticipated  gain  in  realized  gross  farm  income.    This  leaves  about  $12^  billion 
in  realized  net  farm  income  this  year,  down  about  $300  million  from  1962.  On 
a  per  farm  basis,  the  indicated  farm  income  level  this  year  will  about  equal 
the  record -high  $3,^1^  set  last  year.    The  personal  income  per  capita  of  the 
farm  population  from  farming  will  likely  reach  a  new  high  this  year — around 
$975 }  or  about  $35  per  person  more  than  in  1962.    And,  income  per  farm  person 
from  nonfarm  sources  is  also  expected  to  rise  this  year.    Both  the  number  of 
farms  and  farm  population  are  apparently  continuing  the  decline  that  has  been 
underway  for  many  years. 


CURRENT  ESTIMATES 

January-September  1963 

Through  September  this  year,  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  totaled 
$2^.2  billion,  about  $-£-  billion  more  than  in  January-September  1962.  The 
volume  of  marketings  was  estimated  about  2^-  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier 
while  the  average  price  for  all  farm  products  was  down  slightly. 

Receipts  from  marketings  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  the  first 
9  months  of  19^3  were  down  about  $50  million  from  the  comparable  period  of  1962 
as  lower  prices  more  than  offset  an  increased  volume  of  marketings.    Crop  re- 
ceipts were  up  about  $300  million  over  a  year  earlier  through  September  with 
both  prices  and  the  volume  of  marketings  almost  3  percent  above  1962  levels. 

Government  payments  to  farmers  reported  through  September  this  year  were 
running  under  the  level  of  the  first  9  months  of  1962.    Payments  to  partici- 
pants under  the  Wheat  Stabilization  and  Feed  Grain  Programs  were  behind  last 
year's  rate  but  for  the  full  year  I963  are  expected  to  equal  or  exceed  the 
total  paid  out  in  1962. 

On  a  seasonally  adjusted  annual  rate  basis,  realized  gross  farm  income  in 
the  first  3  quarters  of  19&3  'was  estimated  at  a  record  high  of  $kl  billion 
compared  with  $40.7  billion  in  the  January- September  1962  period  (table  l). 
But,  farm  production  expenses,  seasonally  adjusted  annual  rate,  were  estimated 
up  $600  million  from  a  year  earlier  through  September  this  year,  more  than  off- 
setting the  estimated  gain  in  the  rate  of  realized  gross  farm  income.    As  a 
result,  realized  net  farm  income  was  estimated  at  a  seasonally  adjusted  annual 
rate  of  $12.3  billion  in  the  first  3  quarters  of  this  year  compared  with 
$12.6  billion  in  the  first  3  quarters  of  1962. 
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Fourth  quarter  1963  developments  are  not  expected  to  materially  change 
the  farm  income  picture  portrayed  by  the  first  3  quarters.    Realized  net  farm 
income  for  the  full  year  1963  probably  will  be  down  about  2  to  3  percent  from 
the  $12.6  billion  in  1962. 


Volume  of  Marketings  in  1963 

A  new  record  likely  will  be  established  for  the  physical  volume  of  farm 
marketings  during  calendar  1963*    Based  on  sales  and  conditions  as  of 
November  1,  the  index  of  marketings  is  indicated  to  be  ihO  percent  of  the 
19^7-^9  annual  average,  about  3  percent  above  the  previous  high  established 
in  1962  (table  2). 

Marketings  of  livestock  and  products  will  reach  a  record  high  this  year 
and  exceed  1962  by  at  least  3  percent.    Sharp  increases  are  indicated  for 
marketings  of  cattle  and  hogs  and  moderate  gains  for  broilers  and  eggs . 

Crop  marketings  in  1963  will  be  about  !§•  percent  more  than  in  I962  due 
mostly  to  increased  sales  of  wheat,  soybeans,  and  cotton.    A  sharp  decline  is 
indicated  in  the  quantity  of  citrus  products  marketed  this  year.    Sales  in 
early  19^3  from  the  large  1962  output  of  crops  contributed  substantially  to 
the  very  large  volume  of  crop  marketings  indicated  during  calendar  year  1963* 

Cash  Receipts  in  September  and  October  1963 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  at  $3*5  billion  in  September  1963  were 
about  1  percent  larger  than  for  the  same  month  in  1962.    Livestock  and  live- 
stock product  receipts  were  estimated  at  $1.7  billion  this  September,  down 
3  percent  from  a  year  earlier  as  lower  average  prices  more  than  offset  larger 
marketings  of  livestock  and  products.    Lower  receipts  from  cattle  accounted 
for  most  of  the  decline.    September  crop  receipts  of  $1.8  billion  were  about 
k  percent  larger  than  September  19^2,  with  larger  marketings  accounting  for 
the  increase.    Average  crop  prices  were  little  changed.    With  ginnings  through 
September  running  above  1962,  cotton  accounted  for  much  of  the  estimated  in- 
crease in  crop  receipts. 

October  19^3  receipts  tentatively  estimated  at  $^.5  billion  were  little 
changed  from    October    1962.    Crop  receipts  of  $2.5  billion  were  up  about  k  percent 
and  livestock  and  product  receipts  of  $2.0  billion  were  down  about  3  percent. 
Lower  prices  for  meat  animals  more  than  offset  larger  livestock  marketings . 
Crop  prices  were  generally  higher  than  a  year  earlier  with  the  index  for  oil- 
bearing  crops,  feed  grains,  and  fruit  noticeably  higher.
